Fucan 1s as. quiet as ft 
can bé and all the ramours, with regard to the 
rebels having attacked cargo boats and taken 
407 Koku of rice away (there is no rice to take 
away), and that there are English and Russian 
men-of-war in part, are untrue, The only change 
(n Fusan is, that'200 soldiers have been landed 
In Fusan, who stand day ard night on guard to 
watch the Settlement. Unnecessary trouble 
and expense, as no rebels will ever go 
to Fusan, and the Japanese gunboat 
Chyoda Kans, which ts stationed there, is more 
than enough, All these rumours sré only 
spread to give the little riot an impor'ance 
which It docs not deserve. There are only

The Chinese fleet is in a very bad way for coal,, 
and we hear that strenuous efforts are belng 
made to get bold of coal on lis way from 
Australla, One ship has alresdy been chartered 
from Australia, The total output of the Kalping 
mines: Is only 30,000 tons & y*ar, which ts 
entirely nadequate to meet the present demand, 
and is already exhausted. The only other source 
of supply fs Formosa, and the Chinese are very 
naturally afraid they will not be able to get coal 
from there through the Japanese cordon, 
Hankow coal, which is, very unanitable for 
steaming purposes, fs being utilised for want of 
something better, and altogether [t would seem 
as ‘if there were going to be a boom in ‘black 
diamonds,’ Enqulrles ave also belong made by 
the Chinese for pllots for the Yangtsze, presum- 
ably to bring thelr: warships up that river.
